DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-10 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With 
respect to independent claims 1 and 6, the instant invention is directed to a method for 
managing broadcast service lists in a television receiver and a receiver for a digital 
television system. The relevant prior art of record, such as Alexander et al (6,177,931) 
discloses systems and methods for displaying and recording control interface with TV 
programs, creates a lists for scheduled automatic recording and watching and where 
the receiver manages and updates the lists accordingly and further manages changes 

in the various TV programs. Cuccia (6,337,719) disclose apparatus for receiving signals 
during power-off (stand-by) mode. Herz et al (5,758,257) disclose system and method 
for scheduling broadcast of access to video programs and other data using customer 
profiles. Killian (6,163,316) discloses electronic programming system and method. 
Thompson et al (6,357,046) disclose systems and methods for continually updating 
and retrieving interactive video information. Rzeszewski et al (5,917,481) disclose 
electronic program guide with selective updating. However, neither Alexander, Cuccia, 
Herz, Killian, Thompson nor Rzeszewski and any of the cited references teach or 
suggest, alone or in combination the feature of "...triggering said consistency check 
when the application detects that the service selected by a user in one of said stored 
customized lists is not available" as recited in combination with other features of 
independent claim 1; and the feature of "...said consistency check also being triggered

when the application detects that the service selected by a user in one of said stored 
customized lists is not available.' as recited in combination with other features of 
independent claim 6.

Williams et al (5,977,964) disclose method and apparatus for automatically 
configuring a system based on a user's monitored system interaction and preferred 
system access times. 

Raiyat (6,493,037) discloses a television receiver.
